Ellis, repeating all the grievances which 
he had ſuffered from that gentleman.

THe letter addreſſed to Mahomed

ſwer, I forwarded to Mr. Vanſittart; the 
ſame was received by that gentleman, 
during his abode at the French gardens. 
When an entire interruption was put to 
all commerce, our ſervants plundered, 
and uſed ill, the flag groſly inſulted, e- 
ven in the city, and almoſt under our 
eye; when our intercourſe to Calcutta 
by letters was one time ſtopped ; in what 
ſhape was I to act, but in the manner I 
did ? Mahomed Allee was pointed out, 
by the whole country, as the principal 
encourager of theſe grievances and in- 
ſults. On my applying to him for re- 
dreſs, by the dewan and vackeel of the 
factory, he conſtantly denied having the 
leaſt hand in them. I therefore thought 
it beſt, in ſuch a ſituation of affairs, to 
apply myſelf to him by letter, and to 
demand a poſitive declaration as to the 
cauſe of theſe diſturbances.

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was ſuch, as might be expected from an 
intriguing man, in every N —— 
and unſatisfactorꝛ.

Hx bids you compare the ſenſe, ſpi- 
rit, and tendency of the treaty in queſ- 
tion (that is, of the regulations of the 
private trade contained in my anſwer 
to the Nabob's letter) with thoſe of Se- 
rajah Dowla and Meer Jaffier. Thoſe 
being 
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being compared, it will be found, /that 
neither ot thoſe treaties convey to us any 

new privileges, but confirm thoſe of the 
firmaun. Now the firmaun, as I appre- 
hend, did not give us a right to carty 
on the private inland trade, that is, the 
trade from place to place in the coun- 
try, in the commodities of the country, 
as ſalt, beetle- nut, tobacco, &c. It did 
not, I ſay, give us a right to carry it on 
at all, much leſs to carry it on cuſtom- 
free, to the total ruin of the merchants 
of the country, and the great loſs of the 
Nabob's revenues. Neither did Sera - 
jah Dowla, or Meer Jaffier, underſtand 
it ſo; the former would never ſuffer us 
to meddle in that trade, and the latter 
prevented it as much as he could, and 
complained of it as an injuſtice, and an 
innovation, as has been already ſhewn. 
The new regulations I propoſed did,

Tux city of Patna extending itlelf, 
above two miles from eaſt to weſt along 
by the river- ſide has two principal gates, 
one at the eaſt end, the other at the 
weſt. Between the . weſtern. gate and. 
the river- ſide is. the Burbunna gate, or 
rather wicket, being a ſmall entrance | 
into a very narrow ftreet ; and the Eng-

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liſh factory being ſituated on the river- 
fide, about two or three hundred yards to 
the weſtward of the city walls, and from 
this gate-way, uſed to find a conveni+ 
ence in /this entrance, as the principal 
weſtern gate is a full half mile from 
the factory. The city is ſurrounded by 
a wall and ditch, except by the river- 
fide, The north-caft angle is eloſed by 
| the citadel, or rather the Nabob's. pa- 
lace, which extends itſelf into the river, 
ſo that there is no paſſage by it.
